TO TAKE DOUBLE 
POSTAGE IN '52 


D ie day of the popular penny 
post card is rapidly drawing to a 
close. 
Chi and after next Tuesday C on­ 
gress has decided the post or postal 
cards will require two cent* postage 
each. 
Postm aster 
Lawrence 
E. 
Oyler 
called attention to the new postal 
regulation today. 
Postal cards of the old one-cent 
variety, to be acceptable for mailing 
on and after January I, 1952, m u d 
bear one cent additional portage.” 
the lo c o I 
postmaster explained. 
"Stocks of one-cent postals on hand 
in Ute post office will be revalued by 
having an aelhesive-backed one-cent 
stam p added to its face—and the 
altered card will sell for two cents. 
Persons having a supply of the one- 
cent cards on hand may use the 
same method to make them usable 
next year.” 
The local postmaster quoted this 
official Postal Bulletin on the change 
in postal rate: 
• Postal or post cards deposited for 
mailing after 12:01 a m.. January I, 
1952, when prepaid less th an two 
cents each should be returned to 
the sender, if known, for the dc-' 
ficient postage. If the senders ore 
not known, or the card* have a 
time value or delay In dispatch m isht

Washington. Dec. 38 </P>—Senator 


Gillette <D.-Iowa> said today the 
army had treated his son. Stark 
Gillette. 21. "for poison ivy when 
actually he was suffering 
from 


scarlet fever " 


Gillette said the mistaken di- 


agnosis was made in October at 
the army training center at Camp 
Pickett. Va.. and he was assured 
later by army medical leaders that 
what he termed medical incompe- 
tence there would be corrected. 


Mark Gillette was inducted in 


March under selective service at 
Camp Meade. Md.. and sent to Camp 
Pickett for sue weeks basic infantry 
training, his father told a reporter. 


"He came home on a week-end 


pass and was so seriously ill that 
I had to carry him into the house." 
the senator said. '*We called a 
civilian doctor and he said Mark 
had an advanced case of scarlet 
fever " 


Gillette said army medical au- 


thorities at Walter Reed hospital 
then confirmed the diagnosis and 
kept his son a patient there for 
seven weeks. He said his son. mean- 
while, had been assigned to Fort 
Meyer. Just across the Potomac river 
from Washington. 


The senator said he understood 


that 'other army trainees at Camp 
Pickett thought to have poison ivy 
were found to be suffering from 
more serious diseases." 


Gillette said he had previously 


refrained from di!«ti<adng the case 
because "Mark and I agreed to keep 
quiet to the army that he was the 
son of a senator.' 


"Mark and I have leaned over 


backwards to avoid any hints of 
political influence in his army- 
career." the senator said. -The fact

Washington, Dec. 28 A*)—-Senator 
Gillette iD.-Iowa) said today the 
army had treated his son. Mark 
Gillette, 21, "for poison Ivy when

scarlet fever.” 
Gillette Mild the mistaken di­ 
agnosis was made In October at 
the army training center at cam p 
Pickett, Vu.. and he was assured 
later by army medical leaders that 
what he termed medical incompe­ 
tence there would be corrected 
Mark Gillette waa inducted in 
March under selective service at 
Camp Meade. Md., and sent to Camp 
Pickett for six weeks basic infantry 
training, his father told a reporter. 
“He came home on a week-end 
paw and was so seriously ill that 
I had to carry him into the house."

It will mean an immediate $200 a 
year salary increase for most teach­ 
ers and will be in addition to $200 
more allotted the teachers under 
mandated increases granted by the 
1949 Legislature. The governor said 
he signed the bills in fulfillment of 
his campaign pledges and with "tre­ 
mendous satisfaction." 
He added, however, that money 
alone will not result in better edu­ 
cational standards for Pennsylvania 
He asked teachers to “assume in­ 
creasing responsibility” in improving 
the public school system 
“Our educational leaders and our 
teachers must teach the full mean­ 
ing with a firm conviction that un­ 
less all of us do our full part in the 
eternal struggle for freedom, we win 
become enslaved as Individuals and 
destroyed as a nation,” the governor 
declared. 
The pay boost was supported by 
the PSJEA which contended that It
